In face of the Anglo-French feeling 
that an áir pact could only come into 
force as part of a general settlement, 
as envisaged in the communiqué, it was 
naturally impossible to frame an answer 
to the request by Germany fer direct 
consultgtion with Great Briain until 
it was known what field Germany wished 
to cover in the talks. 

The fact that it is to be the whole of 
the problems raised in the London ¢7n- 
muniqué will do much to ease the 
Situation. 

Whether the conversations will be con- 
ducted by Sir John Simon in Berlin or 
by Baron von Neurath in London is not 
vet settled though a visit to Germany 
by the Pritish Foreign Minister appears 
now more than ever likely, particularly 
as this would enable Herr Hitler to take 
a direct hand in the talks. 

In view of the attitude of both France 
and the U.S.S.R. to the Eastern Pact 
project, it is probable that a subsequent 
visit to Moscow would be welcomed by 


the French.

BRITISH VIEWS FLUID 


German Ministers, as suggested in the 
German reply to the recent Anglo-French 
communique, are now a virtual certainty, 
says Reuter’s Diplomatic Correspondent. 
There ‘is complete agreement between the 
two countries that the projected conversa 
tions should embrace the whole field 
covered by the Anglo-French communiqué. 

Sir John Simon on Thursday will go to 
Paris to keep a _ long-standing lecture 
engagement, and while ‘here he will have 
a briei contact with French Ministers. He 
wili return to Londcn on Friday. 

He would probab!y be accompanied on 
his visits to Berlin and Moscow by another 
Minister, most likely Mr. Eden, the Lord 
Privy Seal. 

The Soviet’s Note on the London de- 
claration has shown that the Soviet 
Government feel that the Western Euro- 
pean problems have come into such 
ban as to take attention away 
rom the problems of security in Eastern 
Europe. 

The British Government is likely, un. 
official observers think, to enter more 
closely than it has yet done into the diffi- 
culties of completing a chain of security 
pacts in Eastern Europe.

Since the breakdown of the debt negotia 
tions between the U.S.S.R. and the 
United’States there has been some specula. 
tion as to the Soviet’s next move as 
regards her foreign trade. | 

Approached for a statement. with regard 
to the position, a well-known authority 
on Anglo-Russian trade explained to 
Reuter that the shipment of gold to 
London was more or less a logical sequel 
of the break with the United States. 

A second important factor was the pro 
duction of gold within the Soviet itself, 
which last year showed a record output. 
In addition, their biggest creditor in the 
past year was Germany, and they had 
virtually liquidated their German debts. 
having effected a large part of payments 
in gold. 

The U.S.S.R. are increasing their 
purchases in Britain. They are not using 
the export credit guarantee scheme because 
of its expense, and it is not surprising 
that, with their growing production of 
gold, the Russians intend to use it for the

With such a large number of 
exporters from this country acting with 
out any attempt at cohesion, many im- 
portant buyers in Great Britain are not 
interested in our butter unless they see 
a chance of securing occasional supplies 
at a price well below market value. Not 
only do the quotations from various 
creameries differ, but some creameries alter 
their own quotations more than once in 
the course of a day. An importer who 
buys at, say, 80s. at 11 a.m. may find that 
his rival next door has secured butter 
from the same creamery at 2s. less in the 
afternoon. (Obviously there can be no 
profitable bnsiness conducted under such 
conditions for sellers or buyers. 


The Times, in a leading article to-day 
commenting on political speeches of the 
last few days, observes:—It is too early, 
of course, to indulge in any detailed 
Budget forecasts, but the revenue figures 
for the rest of the financial year will have 
to be very disappointing if a modest 
surplus is not to be realised, and though 
there will be unfavourable factors influenc- 
ing next year’s estimates—such as the cost 
of defence, of agricultural subsidies, and 
of more generous treatment. of the unem- 
ployed—there will also be favourable 
factors, such as the assessment of direct 
taxes upon a more prosperous year.

From 1923, up to comparatively recent 
iimes, said Dr. Ryan, dairying proved 
more remunerative than most other forms 
of agricultural production. As a result 
the output of dairy produce has been 
steadily increasing. Apart from the price 
of milk products, the price of store cattle 
influenced the farmer towards increase or 
decrease of milk production. At present 
the number of cows was increasing, due 
partly to the declining prices of store 
cattle, and partly to restrictions against 
the export of old cows. The resultant 
increase in milk production had taken 
place, to a large extent, during the winter 
inont':s, due, no doubt,‘ to the encourage- 
ment given under the Dairy Produce 
(Price Stabilisation) Act. 

Dairy products were marketable all over 
the world, and would be very useful in 
balancing their imports. There was, he said, 
in course of erection at Roscrea a factory 
for converting 50,000 old cows per annum 
into meat meal. This would be followed 
by a vigorous campaign for eliminating 
tubercular cattle. These schemes would 
enable farmers to get rid of old, diseased, 
uneconomic and useless cows, and micht 
be the means of increasing milk produc- 
tion.

The conversations were begun this 
morning at the French Premier's: official 
residence, and continued this evening at 
the Quai d’Orsay. On the one side. were 
Herr von Schuschnigg, the Austrian 
Chancellor, and Baron von Berger- 
Waldenegy, the Austrian Foreign Minister ; 
on the other were their French opposites, 
MM. Flandin and Laval, 

Chancellor Schuschnigg and Baron 
Berger-Waldenegg issued a general state- 
ment to the French Press in which they 
made it clear that the present talks must 
not be expected to lead to any definite 
agreement or convention. Their main 
purpose, they said, was to define their 
Government’s home and foreign policies 
in the light of recent events. They did 


not conceal their satisfaction at the place 
allotted to the Danubian Pact in the 


recent Franco-Italian and Franco-British 
agreements.

A _ whole- 
sale price will have to be fixed and ob- 
served by both seller and bayer, subject 
to severe penalties provided by law.” 

Free State creamery butter to-day was 
recognised in the principal European 
markets as one of the best standardised 
articles available. Wherever conditions 
did not lend themselves to the adoption of 
the creamery butter system measures 
would be taken to ensure that the quality 
of the produce would be improved, so as 
to bring the return as close as possible to 
that obtained from creamery butter. 

If, said Dr. Ryan, the export value of 
butter, after deducting British duties and 
adding Government subsidy, is 73s., and 
they wanted to bring this up to 100s., it 
would be done by a bounty of 27s. This 
bounty would be got by raisihg a levy on 
butter going into heme consumption.
